As you are aware, countries across the El) have recently passed legislation granting their 
intelligence agencies wide-reaching powers to hack devices and to intercept, store and 
analyse data. Some countries in the EU can: 

• Hack foreign institutions and people 

• Activate a device's microphone, webcam or GPS-locator technology 

• Intercept internet traffic travelling on undersea fibre optic cables 

• Access raw intelligence collected by partner intelligence agencies 

• Force service providers to decrypt communications 

As a British parliamentary representative, it is essential that your personal data is secure 
from all adversaries. To help you stay secure, please find attached a Faraday Cage which 
blocks all electromagnetic signals from reaching your device. Use it when you don't want 
adversaries to hack or track your phone. 

But please bear in mind that a Faraday Cage won't totally protect you. Your adversary has 
powerful and sophisticated tools to undermine your privacy. We have recently seen how 
adversaries can exploit vulnerabilities to undermine people's privacy, as well as democracy 
itself. 

Although it is now more apparent than ever that access to secure technology should be 
promoted, it is of concern that the very capabilities and mechanisms which undermine 
such security are being supported by politicians around the world. The UK's Investigatory 
Powers Act, for example, authorises some of the most extreme surveillance powers in the 
world, as well as the potential for service providers to be forced to install "backdoors" to 
their encrypted systems. 
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At a time when people, their representatives, and the democratic process itself relies on 
access to secure technology, we ask that you support stronger laws to protect privacy. We 
would be grateful for the opportunity to brief you and any interested colleagues on how to 
use your new Faraday Cage, and on our specific concerns and recommendations for how 
the UK government can help protect everyone's privacy and the integrity of its democratic 
process.
